Now what is the evidence on the

The Paris branch have had _no- 
tice of the. winding-up. procedings 
of the bank in,-Hongkong which 
gave Paris an Spportunity-of say- 
irig that they desired to be repre- 
sented, or of making any sugges- 
tion they chose, The only answer 
that Paris gave was to repudiate 
any connexion withthe Far East- 
ern Group. It.is true, as Mr. Potter 
states, that they have received no 
notice of the surplus, but as they. 


gp have. already stdted that they are 


“entirely distinct from the liquida- 
ton’ in the East” it is hardly to be 
expected that they cowld\have turn- 
ed round and say “Oh, you have. 
got a surplus, have you? Well, we 
are not so entirely distinct 28 we 
thought we were.” ‘The Paris 
branch have never appeared. in any 
of .the proceedings and they’ have 


not suggested that they should. 


Views on Adjournment,

tle reliance can be a upon state- 
ments of facts in pleadings. They 
may have been drawn up upon 
wrong instructions, or they may 
sometimes be an unintentional mis- 
representation of the facts placed 
before Counsel, The whole of the 
evidence on the file, in my opinion, 
not only does not support the con- 
tention but definitely rejects it. 
_As rogarda the further sugges- 
tion that this Court should, of its 
own initiative, adjourn thia appeal 
in order that Paris may be invited 
to appear with evidence in support 
of their being the head office, or to 
supply information on the subject, 
Iam of opinion that it ig not with- 
in the dutics of this Court ‘to do so, 
and the definite repudiation of any 
connexion with the Eastern Group 
by the Paris office would justify us 
in not doing so. 

It appears to me that there have 
been no serious arguments against 


the London creditors being ‘allow- |: 


ed ¢6 put-in their proofs here, be- 


lyond the argument that Paris is 


the head office. I therefore have 
ne reason to disagree with the find- 
ing of the learned Chief Justice in 
the Court below on this point. I 
‘Ithercfore am in agreement with 


the finding of the Court below and | 


am of opinion that this appeal 
should be dismissed with costs. 


Ruling as to Costs, 

1 should like to’add that in my 
opinion the creditors of the other 
branches of the Rusgo-Asiatic Bank! 
have an equal right to put in proofs 
of thelr claims as regards ‘the 
Hongkong surplus. 

With regard to the question of 
costs in the Court below, J am of | 
opinion that the decisiona in “New’ 
vy Bew" (1899) 2 ch. 467, and 
“Harpham v Shacklock” 19 ch. D. 
215, prevent this Court from inter- 
fering with the. discretion of the 
learned judge, in the Court below, 
therefore the ruling as to costs ia 
the Court below must stand and the 
appeal against that ruling be dis- 
missed. . 

It appears that a formal order 
was not drawn up on the judgment 
in the Court below, but I consider 
that a formal order should be drawn 
up on the judgment of this Court 
and that that order should be ap- 
proved by a Judge of this Court. 

His Lordship continued :—I 
‘agree generally with the judgment 
I have just read, and also with the 
judgment which is about to be de- 
livered by my learned’ brother. 


The Puisne Judge. 

The judgment of the Puisne 
Judge, Mr. Justice J, R. Wood was 
as follows? 

These proreedings arise in con- 


‘nexion with the liquidation of the 


local branch: of the Russo-Asiatic 
Bank, a foreinn corporation. After 
payment of the local creditors a 
surplus remains in the hands of 
the Official Liquidator, who-has 
applied to the Court for directions, 
as to its disposal. The . Court 
directed that the Nquidators of the 
branch in Shanghai should be 
notified of the summons for direc- 
tions. They were represented at 
the hearing of the ‘summons. The 
liquidator of the branch in 
London, who was permitted. to re- 
present ereditors of thet bank in 
London, was a party to the 
proceedings. The Official Liquida- 
tor adopted a neutral position. 

Tt wag admitted for the Shang- 
hai liquidators that the Russd- 
Asiatic Bank, which had heen in-, 
corporated in Russia, had also 
been dissolved by State action in 
Russia, that subsequently its 
Directors had continued opera- 
tions of the bank in other places’ 
which were 
formed into mutually independent 
but co-operative units, one of 
which was a Far Eastern Group, 
with the Shanghai branch ae its 
head office, and, consequently, that 
the proper disposal of thiy surplus 
was its transfer to the liquidation 
assets in Shanghai, the.liquidation 
there ‘being a principal liquida- 
tion, to which that in Honenene, 
was ancillery. ; 


A Tortuous Course, 
The London liquidator . merely,
